factured goods an acceptance in Eng- 
land, with only partial succe:s, Many 
large firms have expended heavy sums 
of money in an effort to accomplish 
this result, and have been obliged to 
abandon the attempt as a failure. The 
greatest objections raised to our goods 
by Englishmen. is that they are insub- 
stantial. Their own manufactures are 
of the solid sort that withstand hard 
wear and last indefinitely; they are 
not accustomed to having things wear 
out and be replenished as we are, and 
for this reason the light and cheap 
class of goods, such as we manufac- 
ture, fail to find sale among them. 
This, of course, is not true of all classes 
of goods, particularly oils and food 
products, of which they have an in- 
sufficient supply, but generally our 
goods are not consumed by the Eng- 
lish people. The question is then nat- 
urally asked, where do our goods go to 
that are exported to England ?. And the 
only reply is that they are re-export- 
ed. This re-exportation is carried on 
for two purposes; first, to compete with 
American goods, and, secondly, by 
shipping them from an English port to 
give them the color of English manu- 
facture. It has been discovered in 
England that in order for them to 
compete in foreign markets with 
American goods, particularly of a 
cheap order, it was necessary to imi- 
tate American styles and finish. For 
that reason our varnishes and baking 
japans, and many other products are 
largely exported to England and there 
applied to goods in order to con- 
form to the above requirement, and 
it is safe to say that in most cases 
not a pound or gallon of these goods 
would be used in England but for this 
necessity. One known exception is 
American high grade carriage varnish, 
which enters quite largely into home 
consumption. Exactly opposite condi- 
tions prevail where our manufac- 
tured goods are re-exported as 
English goods. In this case they 
must imitate the English styles or 
be put forward as goods of gen- 
uine English make, and this is done to 
amuch greater extent than would at 
first be imagined. Many American 
firms have agencies in England who 
handle their goods solely in this way, 
exporting large quantities of goods to 
the English colonies and elsewhere, 
where they pass for English manufac- 
ture. When it is considered what ob- 
stacles American manufacturers have 
had to overcome in their own country 
growing out of the prejudice existing 
in favor of English goods, it ceases to 
be a matter of surprise that our goods 
meet with so little favor among a peo- 
ple whose home prejudices are proba- 
bly stronger than those of any other, 
and it is therefore doubtless true, as 
our informant stated, that it will be 
many years, if ever, before they will be 
sufficiently overcome to admit of a 
large sale of our goods for consump- 
tion by the English nation.

THE CONSUMPTION OF CARMINE. 


It having been asserted, on appar- 
ently good authority, that the con- 
sumption of carmine is decreasing in 
consequence of competition with ani- 
line colors, we have visited some of the 
principal consumers as well as the sever- 
al manufacturers of carminein order to 
ascertain the truth of the statement. 
Our inquiries among manufacturers of 
ink for lithographers use elicited the 
information that pure carmine was be- 
ing superceded to some extent by “ car- 
dinal red,” a cheaper form of carmine, 
but the aniline colors had not been, 
and would probably not be resorted to, 
as, from the nature of their composi- 
tion, they were unsuited to this class 
of work. In the manufacture of ordi- 
nary printing inks, anilines are being 
largely used, and while the use of car- 
mine is growing, the increase is not so 
great as would be the case without 
competition from the cheaper colors. 
On the whole no falling off in the con- 
sumption of carmine could be dis- 
covered in this branch of trade and the 
most that can be said is that the use of 
this color is not increasing in propor- 
tion to the growthof the industry. The 
use of carmine in writing ink is and 
always has been limited as compared 
with lithographing and printing inks. 
Pure carmine ink was rarely made by 
manufacturers owing to the high cost 
of carmine, and at present there are 


age quotations for alcohol in bond 
here; and have come to be regarded as 
the nominal value of the product. In 
August of this year the market began 
to harden and advanced from 87 1-2 
cents, the price at the opening of the 
month, to 47 cents before the close. 
There was a speedy decline from these 
figures and all through the past month

ing figures. The greatest advance, 
equal to about 25 per cent., speedily 
checked the demand, and although 
the price has since receded to a point 
which is from 15 to 20 per cent above 
the normal value of alcohol, the export 
glemand doesnot respond. Thecircular 
of Messrs. C. F.’ Gillette & Co., dated 
October ist, contains some interesting 
statistics of the movement during the 
last three months. It is as follows: 

The exports of alcohol during the last three 
months have aggregated 30,745 barrels and 35 
puncheons; of this amount, 6,800 barrels were 
on board of vessels awaiting clearance on the 
first of July, bringing the exports in July to 19,- 
374 barrels. 9,389 barrels and 12 puncheons 
were cleared in August, and 1,982 barrels and 23 
puncheons in September; added to the first six 
months of the year we find a total of 124,066 
barrels and 616 puncheons, which compared 
with the corresponding months of 1880, shows a 
decrease of 22,869 barrels and 838 puncheons.

American Manufacture of Magnesia 
Salts. 


Among the chemical products used in 
medicine and in manufacturing, in the 
production of which this couatry has, 
within the past few years made such pro- 
gress as to take the first rank, thereby 
lessening the importation and adding 
greatly to the volume and importance of 
American manufactures, the sulphate and 
carbonate of magnesia, deserve to be men- 
tioned, forming, as they do, no unimport- 
ant item in the total of manufactures, 
notwithstanding their low price. It is 
estimated, indeed, that the consumption 
of the sulphate of magnesia (Epsom salts) 
is not less than 300 to 400 tons per month, 
it being largely used not only in medicine, 
but by the manufacturers of calisoes and 
prin‘!s generally. There are a number of 
establishments in the country engaged to 
a greater or less extent in the manufacture 
of these salts, but we have selected for 
illustration of the general methods em- 
ployed, and the quality of the product, 
the Columbia Chemical Works, No. 66 
Water street, Brooklyn. Entering on the 
ground-floor of the building, our attention 
is first attracted by a pile of blocks of 
a grayish-white material, which bears con- 
siderable resemblance to gypsum, andwhich 
we are informed is the material known in 
commerce as Kieserite, aud is chemically 
an impure sulphate of magnesia, contain- 
ing from 55 to 60 per cent. of sulphate of 
magnesia, the residue being composed of 
sulphate of lime, soda, etc. It is imported 
from Stassfurt, but 1s not taken direstly 
from the mines there, being a by-product 
from the manufacture of chlorate of potas- 
sa. The rock tiken from the Stassfurt 
mines, known as ca nallite, is a double 
salt of magnesia and potash, and when the 
latter has been extracted the residuum 
containing the former is exported to this 
country as stated, under the name of 
kieserite. This kieserite is broken up and 
shoveled into a tank where it is dissolved 
in water and the solution allowed to run 
through a tube to the basement, whenze it 
is pumped to a tank un the second floor 
When the object is the manufacture of the 
carbonate of magnesia, a solution of the 
purest carbovate of soda (soda ash) is 
added, and the two solutions, after being 
thoroughly mixed, are allowed to stand. 
As a result, there takes place « double de- 
composition by which the carbonic acid of 
th, carbonate of soda unites with the mag- 


nesia to form carbonate of magnesia, while | 


the sulphuric acid of the kieserite forms 
with the soda a sulphate of soda (Glauber’s 
salt), which remains in solution in the 
water, the carbonate of magnesia being 
deposited as a light flocenlent precipitate, 
which is taken out as a moist magma and 
carefully boiled in clear water. The great- 
est care is necessary at this stage of the 
process, as t':e least inattention on the part 
of the workman in charge may result in 
the production of a heavy carbonate, worth- 
less for commercial purposes. After boil- 
ing and washing, the magma is dipped out 
with wooden ladles and dried in shallow 
wooden trays with slat bottoms, which rest 
on shelves in a drying closet heated to 
about 140 deg. Au important point in 
this proce:s as conducted at these works is 
that the magma is not submitted to pressure 
in any form, it being found that the least 
pressure tends to make the product more 
dense, and conseqently more heavy, an ua- 
desirable modification, as lightness is one 
of the characteristic tests of a good article. 
When dried, the irregular masses are pow- 
dered, not by grinding, which would cause 
pressure ond increased density, but by 
brushing through hair sieves. The result- 
ing powder is, so light that in a barrel it 
has the mobility of water, and a flour bar- 
rel filled with it weighs only about 42 
pounds, For the purpose of making into 
cakes, which are so familiar in their blue 
wrappers, instead of pressing the magnesia 
into molds, blocks of the requisite size are 
sawed out of the irregular masses in which 
it has been dried, by means of a fine circa- 
lar saw, the result being a cake which is 
about 20 per cent larger for the same weight 
than Jennings’s, which is considered the 
standard of foreign. We append an analy- 
sis made by Mr. W. M. Habirshaw, F.C.S., 
of a sample of carbonste ef magnesia, from 
the Columbia Chemical Works, and a sam- 
ple of Jennings's, showing the constituents 
of each.

The advantages claimed for the American 
product are superior lightness, porousness, 
purity and greater absorbing power. The 
uses uf carbonate of maguesia are very nu- 
nierous, and besides its pharmaceutical uses 
it is coming largely into use in the manu- 
facture of some of the explosives. The 
liquor left after the precipitation of the 
carbonate contains Glauber’s salt in solu- 
tion, which is procured by evaporation and 
crystallization, and finds a market among 
the glass makers, being exceedingly pure 
andffree from iron. 

For the manufacture ot Epsom salts the 
solution of the crude kieserite is pumped 
up as before, but into another room where 
it 1s evaporated to a certain density, ard 
then allowed to crystallize, which it does in 
beautifal needle-like crystals, which are 
dried, care boing taken not to let the heat 
rise beyond a certain point, as efflores- 
cence would take place and the product be 
spoiled. Itis then sifted over lurge hop- 
pers which end in tubes on the floor below, 
where it is packed in barrels lined witu pa- 
per, f rshipment. The mother-liquor left 
a‘ter the crystallization of the sulphate is 
used in subsequent solations until all the 
sulphate has been extracted from it befoze 
it is run off into the sewer. Owing to the 
great cire, and to improved methods of 
trentment, these works have been enabled 
to keep up the manufacture of Epsom salts 
throughout the hot weather of the present 
summer, although many other establish- 
ments have found it necessary toshut down 
for a time. 

Still another portion of the works is de- 
voted to the manufucture of the ‘*House- 
hold Ammonia,” which is a specialty of the 
Cvlumbia Works, and which is a most’ ex- 
cellent compound for washing and cleans- 
ing clothing, besides being an elegant ad- 
dition to the toilet table and bath-room. 


Of its exact composition we ace ignorant, 
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but it appeared to be a liquid ammonia 
‘poap, and isan excellent detergent, as we 


have preved by trial.

Magnesia for Disinfecting Sewage. 

Mr. T. Schloesing, in the Comptis Rendus, 
| speaks in the first place of two distinct ays- 
tems of dealing with foecal matter: water- 
carriage in sewers and the separate collec- 
| tion of the excrements, and their conver- 

sion ints portable manures. For this 
purpose the author recommends an addi- 
tion of phosphoric acid and magnesia, so 
as to form in combination with the ammo- 
nia of the urine, &c., an ammonium mag- 
nesian phosphate. A plentiful supply of 
magnesia at a cheap rate is necessary. He 
shows the impracticability of obtaining 
magnesia on a commercial scale by pre- 
cipitating its saline solutions with the 
milk of lime. He then refers to a process 
which is described in the Moniteur Scien- 
tifique as follows: 

Every chemist knows that milk of lime 
precipitates magnesia from its saline solu- 
tions in the form of hydrate, but the pre- 
cipitate is so voluminous and gelatinous 
that the difficulties in the way of filtration 
and washing prevent the industrial use of 
such a process. If we suspend a piece of 
quicklime in a solution of magnesic salt 
two phenomena will result. The lime will 
be cemented together into a pretty compact 
mass, and will gradually be repl.ced by 
magnesic hydrate. Taking advantage of 
this fact, M. Schloesing, after having made 
the quicklime into a paste with a quantity 
of water sufficient to hydrate only two- 
thirds of the calcic oxide, squeezes it 
through a plate containing a large number 
of pinholes, thus forming, so to speak, a 
hydrate of lime vermicelli. The vermicelli 
thus formed talls at once into a vat con- 
taining either sea water or salt marsh 
water. The moment the thread of calcic 
hydrate touches the water centaining mag- 
nesic salts it becomes coated with a layer of 
magnesia, which gives ita certain amount 
of hardness and consistency, so that when 
the vermicelli falls to the bottom of the vat 
it is sufficiently stiff to allow the water to 
circulate freely through the mass. The 
threads may be heaped up to the height of 
four or five feet without becoming consoli- 
dated, although as the calcic oxide and hy- 
drate become transformed into magnesio 
hydrate the threads increase in size. The 
water should be of sucha strength that one 
litre of it contains from 25 to 40 grammes 
of anhydrous magnesic oxide, Water con- 
taining notable proportions of sulphatio 
salts must be previously freed from them 
by aiding a determinate quantity of milk of 
lime. This process is not suitable for sea 
water, which, except it is evaporated down 
to a certain etrength, a process that would 
absorb all the profit. The magnesic hy- 
drate may, however, be precipitated by an 
exactly equivalent proportion of milk of 
lime. This gelatinous precipitate may be 
made filtrable by beiug transformed into 
the tribasic phosphate by adding to it the 
proper proportion of phosphoric acid. 
The voluminous flocculent precipitate at 
once becomes pulvernlent, and may be en- 
tirely separated by subsidence or filtration, 
aud used for precipitating the ammonia 
from sewage in the form of ammonio-phos- 
phate of magnesia, a valuable manure. 

The Progress of Mineral Oils. 

‘the death of Samuel Downer recalls the 
impo:tant part which he, and those associ- 
ated directly with him in the company of 
which he was president, have taken iu the 
development of the mineral lubricating 
oils. A history of the Downer Kerosene 
Oil Co. would be almost a complete history 
of the distilled lubricating oil industry, or 
which the gentlemen who were most promi- 
nent in that company were the pioneers. 
There have been other workers as 
active as they, peahaps, in. improving 
the methods of manipulating tuese oils, 
but probably none have contributed so 
largely ty the inventions by which the 
mechanical processes have bevn brought 
to perfection as the associates cf the late 
Mr. Downer. That gentleman entered the 
oil business in 1834, in partuership with 
his father and brother-in law, under the 
firm-pame of Downer, Austin & Oo. The 
firm wai engaged in the manufacture of 
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whale and sperm oil and sperm candles, to 
which was afterward added the manufac- 
ture of lard oil. About 1847 or 1848 the 
elder Downer retired, on account of age, 
and Mr. Austin withdrew because of ill 
health, leaving the junior Downer alone in 
the business. In 1853, or the following 
year, Mr. Downer became acquainted with 
William Atwood, who was then connected 
with ‘the Uni'ed States Chemical Co., at 
Waltham, Mass. Mr. Atwood, who was a 
chemist, had for some years previous been 
associated with his brother, who  be- 
came chemist and superintendent forthe 
United States Cv. upon its organiza- 
tion in 1853, but had for two or three 
years before that, been conducting experi- 
ments which led to the investigation of hy- 
drocarbon oils. These oils were distilled 
from the coal tar from gas works Benzole 
and naphthas were among the products, 
the lubricating oil being obtained from the 
more fixed and heavy distillates. The oil 
oil had a disagreeable odor ard not suffi- 
cient body to be used asa lubricator alone. 
But having powerful antiseptic qualities it 
was valuable for mixing with oils which 
had atendency to gum. In 1853 this oil 
was put upon the market toa commercial 
extent. The oil was offered to consumers 
mixed with whale, lard, castor and other 
fatty oils, in proportions varying from 15 
to 33 per cent, but found no sale alone, as 
it lacked the body sufficient to make it ad- 
here to bearings. The expense of lubrica- 
tion by the compounds containing this 
hydrocarbon oil was about one-half what it 
had been with the oils previously in use,and 
the new lubricant speedily found favor 
with the owners of machinery, though op- 
posed by their operatives,on account of 
the disagreeable odor. The oil distilled 
from coal tar was called ‘‘coup oil,” that 
name being given to it by Mr. Luther At- 
wood, after the coup d'etat of Louis Na- 
poleon which had taken place a few 
months before. The bad odor of this oil 
being so highly objectionable to its use, 
experiments were made upon bituminous 
coalsand shales,asphaltums and petroleums 
with fair success. In 1856 the parties at Wal- 
tham separated, Mr. Joshua Merrill going to 
the tactory of Mr. Downer at South 
Boston, and commenced operations with 
Albert coal from New Brunswick, and small 
quantities of other coal. Up to that time 
no other establishment in the country had 
succeeded in making hydrocarbon oils for 
lubricating purposes, although several had 
attempted it. The distillation of shales, 
coals, petroleum, ‘etc., resulted in an oil of 
greater body and less odor than the distil- 
lates of coal tar, and were cheaper. They 
were used to some extent alone as lubri- 
cants, but were scarcely perfect enough as 
yet to use on heavy machipvery without 
wixing. Itis probable that the slowness 
with which the hydrocarbon oils came into 
use as lubricants withou; admixture with 
other oils was due in nosmall degree to 
the cheapness of sperm oil and others of the 
better class of lubricating oils, which ren- 
dered it less iu.perative to secure a sub- 
stitute for them While the hydrocarbon 
oils were not comparable then to those at 
prescnt made, thay were doubtless better 
lubricants than the prejudice in favor of 
other oils would acknowledge. 


An important step in the pr_duction of 
this ciass of oils was taken when the 
Downer works attempted the use of Albert 
coal from Hillsboro, N. B., as a source. 
For an account of this product, aud for the 
notes upon subsequent discoveries which 
follow it, we are indebted to a “Memoir of 
Petroleum Products,” by Professor F. Dana 
Hayes. 

**When the use of Albert coal was first 
undertaken, the condensing apparatus, 
which had been used when distilling other 
coals and bitumens, was found to be un- 
suitable for this material, as a black, as- 
phaltuw-like substance passed bodily over 
out of the retorts, and often closed the 
cooled pipes of these condensers. This 
difficulty was only overcome after six 
months of experimenting by Mr. Merrill, 
who then invented an atmospheric con- 
denser, which, being constructed of large 
hollow disks, allowed this tarry distillate 
to pass through with the more liquid hy- 
drocarbons, from which it was separated 
afterwards 
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With this improved apparatus, the Al- 
bertite proved sucha valuable material 
that, in the fall of 1857, six retorts, each 
having a capacity for twelve hundred 
pounds of coal, were erected in the open 
air, with the new condensers attached, and 
topether yielded about three hundred and 
sixty gallons of crude oil in twenty-four 
hours. Twelve more retorts were soon 
added to these six, out of doors. After 
Mr. Downer had made contracts with the 
Albert Mining Co. for a regular suoply of 
their mineral, thirty retorts were erected 
in asubstantial brick building, and these 
were followed by twenty more, the first 
eighteen having been worn out and re- 
moved. These fifty retorts were nsed for 
more than four years, and produced at the 
rate of nine hundred thousand gallons of 
refined oils each year—quantities very 
much larger than were anticipated when 
the first experiments were made in 1856. 
A very large part of the products from this 
Albertite mineral were hydrocarbons used 
for lubricating purposes,and theiracknowl- 
edged excellence was entirely due to the un- 
tiring labor and skill of the manufacturing 
chemist It is almost impossible for per- 
sons unfamiliar with the distillations of 
this mineral to realize at the present time, 
when similar processes are in common 
operation, how many obstacles there were 
to success in these early days. Many of 
the best forms of steam distilling and other 
apparatus now in use, were employed and 
perfected then. 

‘One observation made by Mr. Merrill 
during the manufacture of albertite pro 
ducts became of such practical and scien- 
tific importance in after years that it is 
worthy of especial description here. 

The light or ‘‘ thin” products, afterwards 
used as illuminators, were fora long time 
unmerchantable, and the production of 
them was undesirable; but it was observed 
that every time the crude coal oils, or the 
heavy lubricating oils made from them, 
were distilled, these thin, light-colored 
hydrocarbons were invariably produced at 
first by distillation, although the oils in the 
apparatus had been fractioned with great 
care. 

This caused so much 1)ss of material 
that every endeavor was made to prevent 
it, such as surrounding the upper part of 
the stiils with heated fiues, and covering 
their tops witb sand or other poor con- 
ductors of heat. But these efforts to pre- 
vent the decomposition only served to 
demonstrate that any distillation of these 
hydrocarbons is necessarily destructive, 
and that the light distillates were produced 
by condensation of vapors in the upper 
part of the distilling apparatas, which, 
falling back into the body of heated fluid, 
to be agaiu raised in vapor, were thus de- 
composed, with the deposition of carbon, 
into lighter and thinner hydrocarbons 
Further experiments showed that these hy- 
drocarbons could be so easily decomposed, 
that the continuous production of light dis- 
tillates having a specific gravity of about 
818 (42 deg. Baume) was effected from Ly- 
drocarbon oils haviug specific gravity of 
8.80 (30 deg. Baume) in an apparatus hold- 
ing a thousand gallons, by properly regu- 
lating the heat applied; the other products 
being only uucondensed gises, and de- 
posited carbon left in the apparatus at the 
end of the distillation, These light dis- 
tillates became valuable for use in lamps 
some time afterwards, and the manufac- 
turer’s difficulty was thus removed; but the 
‘unstable nature of these hydrocarbons, and 
the ease with which they may be ‘‘cracked,” 
was practically demonstrated when endeay- 
oring to overcome an annoyance.* 

“Any account of the Albertite products 
would be incomplete without mention of 
the lightest naptha obtained from it, which 
was known as “kerosene.” This was made 
by Mr. Merrill in 1857, just after the first 
successful distillation of the New Bruns- 
wick mineral, and it was used in consider- 
able quantities for supplying carburetted 
air or automatic gas machines, which would 
have been useless at that time without this 
material. It was obtuined in a crude con- 
dition by carefully refrigerating the waste 
gases as they passed from the outlets of 
condensers attached to the stills and re-

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Concerning Fish Guanos. 

In the third supplement to» Prof, Watt's 
Dictionary of Chemistry, &., says the 
Chemical News, we some interesting facts on 
the so-called fish-guanos prepared in Nor- 
way and elsewhere from the refuse of the 
fisheries. Fish-guanos not free from fat 
are very slow in putrefying, and, conse- 
quently, we may presume, in giving up 
their valuable constituents to the soil. 
Treatment with sulphuric acid was also not 
found advantageous, as the acid even when 
added to the extent of 30 per cent, was 
chiefly taken up by the organic matter, and 
only about 3:60 per cent. of phophoric 
acid, out of a total of 13°89 per cent,. was 
rendered soluble. Some authorities con- 
sider it most advantageous to feed cattle 
with the fish-guano and to use their excre- 
ments as manure. What might be the 
effect of such a diet upon the flesh, milk, 
&c., of the cattle, does not seem to have 
been examined.

Manufacture of Soda Ash. 
(Continued from page 496.) 

The raw soda-lye is concentrated by 
steaming, either in the manner that it is 
(in its‘existing condition) brought to a dry 
state and then by calcination, to be trans- 
formed into an article of commerce, or that 
its solid constituents are divided into sev- 
eral parcels of dissimilar condition. In 
the first case, pans are made use of gen- 
erally with fire from above; in the lat- 
ter case, with fire from below. Where pans 
with fire above are used, the raw lye is 
usually steamed until it is transformed into 
a thick mortar-like jelly, and is then drawn 
out. It consists essentially of simple 
watered carbonate of soda, mingled with 
some chloride of sodium and sulphate of 
soda, and impregnated with the mother- 
lye, which, on account of its reddish color 
(arising from sulphuret of iron and organic 
substances) is also called red lye. The 
latter contains the impurities of the lye, 
and is richer in caustic soda than carbon- 
ate of soda. For the purpose of draining 
off the mother-lye the pasty mass is filtered. 

The pans with fire below are much more 
generally used in France and Germany 
than those with over fire,-and are also 
found in many English factories ; namely, 
in those which mike caustic soda. On the 
Tyne, however, all factories are furnished 
with overshot pans, and in those of Lan- 
cashire they are also used, and the cylin- 
drical ovens in every case over-fired pans. 

The steaming with‘under fire has the 
disadvantage that the pans themselves suf- 

fer much more; that more labor is in- 
volved; and that the heat is less completely 
used up before escaping; on the other 
hand it has the advantage that the lyes are 
less contaminated, and that the individual 
products of the steaming can be more sys- 
tematically separated from one another. 
In Germany it is frequently maintained 
that only by the underfiring method can 
such beautifully white soda be produced 
asis therein demand. Certainly the En- 
glish soda is generally much inferior so 
far as color is concerned, but some few 
English sodas, produced exclusively with 
over-fire, and even with rotary ovens, as 
well as those of French and German fac- 
tories worked in the same way, are as white 
us in the other case. It is after all a matter 
of careful manipulation. 

For steaming-pans with under-fire, there 
are used in Germany those with flat bot- 
toms very similar in form to what serve 
for the boiling of salt. Into the long side 
of the pans, which lie opposite of the fire- 
places, are inserted at intervals, at the bot- 
tom, channels which serve to facilitate the 
drawing out of the separated raw salt ; in 
Some cases a single channel runs through 
the centre of the bottom. The pans are 
fired in very similar manner as salt pans, 
either by means of separate fire-hearths, 
or by the escaping heat of a side-oven, 
They are so worked that the separating 
salt is continually drawn to the channels 
by means of an iron rake, and when these 
are full the salt is carefully scooped 
out with an appropriately curved sieve 
like shovel and thrown into a funnel, from 
Which the mother-lye continually runs 
back into the pan. When the latter is half 
empty fresh lye is allowed torunin. The 
addition of lye and the steaming is pro- 
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ceeded with until the separating salt is too railroad, so that when one cask is full it is 


much contaminated by the mother-lye. [shoved along on its stand and another 


The latter, which contain’ mich hydrate | 
of'soda and ‘sulphide of sodium, is fre- 

quently worked up to caustic soda; where 

this is not the case; the combinations 

named must be removed from the lye, a 

process which is called ‘‘carbonizing.” 

This is often done by steaming the lye to 

which saw-dust has been added, and cal- 

cining; it is more suitable to the purpose, 

however, to treat it with carbonic acid. ' 

The soda salt is calcined in reverbeta- 
tory furnaces. Ir calcining the précipi- 
tate salt, the product obtained (according 
to circumstances) contains from 90 per 
cent. to 97 per cent. carbonate of soda. 
The higher strength is arrived at in Eng- 
land only where the rotatory ovens dre 
made use of in the soda melting; on the 
Continent, where the work is carried on 
more slowly and more carefully; in some 
cases it is obtained with hand ovens. The 
soda salt is either ground and in such con- 
dition sold, or must be for many purposes 
again refined. 

A good calcined soda salt (Secunda soda) 
produced as above described should al- 
ready while hot, certainly upon cooling, 
be white, not yellow or reddish; of course 
it cannot be expected to be as white as re- 
fined or strictly prime. In many cases the 
color is bluish, which may arise from the 
presence of ultramarine or from manga- 
nate of soda, which has already formed in 
the raw soda, but which now-a-days is 
sometimes intentionally added. Should 
the soda be gray, it indicates bad carbon- 
izing and calcining, and will then, in most 
cases, ‘contain considerable caustic soda 
and unoxydized sulphur ‘combinatibns.’ 
Good soda salt should, after being ground, 
show only a few black or red points. Its 
content of caustic soda should not exceed 
2 percent. For many purposes the com- 
mon soda salt of commerce (calcined soda) 
is not fine enough. Its content of caustic 
soda as well as of iron—principally that 
which in the second quality of soda re- 
mains as insoluble residuum—is in certain 
cases a disturbing element. This comes 
into consideration more particularly in 
cases where the soda as a whole, without 
previous solution and depositing, must be 
used; as, for instance, in glass manufac- 
ture. Therefore for the finest qualities of 
glass, as well as for certain other purposes, 
a refined soda, strictly first quality—in 
English ‘‘white alkali”—is required. Very 
seldom cau the requisite purity (for such 
objects) of the soda be attained by steam- 
ing of the raw lye, and recourse must be 
had to the round-about way of calcining 
the raw salt and then dissolving it again. 
The refining of soda is in theory'a very 
simple operation, as it would seem to con- 
sistonly in dissolving, cleaning, steam- 
ing and calcining; in _— practice, 
however, it demands’ great atten- 
tion, to obtain a product suitable for the 
demands of trade. In the case af a good 
refined or strictly prime sort there is re- 
quired completely white color without any 
tinge whatever of yellow, and with ex- 
tremely few black points; (absolutely free 
from these are very few sorts). It must 
dissolve perfectly clear in water, without 
leaving the least residuum. It must be 
entirely free from caustic soda, or at least 
contain only small fractions of one per 
cent. thereof. There must be no traces of 
sulphide of sodium or sulphate of soda, 
nor of iron. . 

The greater portion of the soda, as it 
comes into commerce, is previously ground. 
Not only that it in this condition presents 
a better appearance than the unground, 
and is more conveniently handled by the 
consumers, but the expense of grinding is 
much less than the extra costs of packing 
unground soda, which also takes up avout 
50 per cent. more space. Only caustic 
soda is in most cases sold ungronnd, for 
the reason that it is difficult to grind, sup- 
posably on account of its peculiarity of 
absorbing moisture; common soda salt is 
also much more difficult to grind up if it has 
been allowed to become quite cold, or if it 
has absorbed moisture, even to only a 
small amount. The ground soda falls 
from the millstones directly into the casks 
which stand upon a movable support, that 
by meang of rollers rans upon a small 


takes ita place. It is of great importance, 
however, that the cask be properly filled. 
The usual dimensions of the soda cask in 
the Tyne-district and in Glasgow is 1-015 
m. in height and 0.815 m. in diameter at 
the widest part. Such a cask, loosely 
filled, as*the ground inaterial falls from the 
stonés, holds only from 300 to 350 kg.; but 
ag’ it ‘is from time to time shaken and 
packed with a wooden hammer, it holds 
‘fr6m 550 to 600 kg.—sometimes more. In 
Lancashire, where the large oaken hogs. 
heads in which sugar is imported from the 
West Indies to Liverpool, can be often ob- 
tained for the packing of soda, 1000 kg. 
and over are contained in one cask. As 
by trans-atlantic transport, when the space, 
not the weight is paid for, the soda is 


packed for that purpose in the larger fac- 
tories, by means of additional mechanical 
appliances; during the grinding a heavy 
stamper of about 300 mm. diameter is kept 
moving up and down in the cask, and at 
the same time the movable support re- 
volves, so that every part of the contents 
comes under the stamper, In this man- 
ner 1250 kg. are forced into a hogshead.

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Nostrums in their Relations to the 


Public Health.* 
BY ALBERT B. PRESCOTT, M.D., F.C 8., 


Professor of Applied Chemistry in the University 
of Michigan. 


This is a class of articles, risen into im- 


portance in this generation, and already of 


very extensive consumption, articles which 
are not food, but are taken into the body, 
and therefore concern the welfare of the 
body and the vigor of the commonwealth. 
These articles are everywhere presented to 
individuals for the restoration of health, 
but they are not defined or described in 
any of the books or schools of medicine, 
they receive no supervision from any or- 
ganized body of learning, no direction 
from any responsible authority. Nothing 


can be found out about them from any es- 
tablished sources of information; none of 


the associations of commerce or industry 
or science take charge of them, and, as 
they closely relate to the health of the pub- 


lic, it is certainly right that Boards of 


Health should have some care for them. 
In common and indefinite parlance they 
are known as “‘ patent medicines,” but only 


a few of them are in fact patented. It they 
were held under rights patent the records 
of the patent office at Washington would 


reveal their composition, to such as would 


take the trouble for the search. Their 


titles or trade-marks are usually secured 
under copyright; but the titles seldom 
give any serviceable information of their 
constituents. They are spoken of as ‘‘pro- 
prietary articles,” each one being presented 
on the authority of some person as its 
owner. The fact of individual ownership 
is to their credit just so far as their pro- 
prietors are held responsible to their con- 
sumers, but for the most part they are 
issued by men unknown to the public and 
nowhere having reputation for competence 
in the treatment of the human system for 
disease. Honorable men are «ngaged in 
their sale, and good men may be employed 
in their manufacture, but these persons 
are not legally responsible for the good faith 
of the manutacturers. Certain of their pro- 
prietors have an abundant financial re- 
sponsibility, and yet, whatever may be the 
reason for it, not one of them appears to be 
actually held as accountable in money or 
in person for any degree of correctness in 
his published statements as to the contents 
of the articles which he sells to be taken 
into the human body. Physicians are 
now and thém brought into “célift off 
charges of malpractice, but the proprietors 
of special medicines are quite beyond the 
probability of prosecution. The one fea- 
ture of this class of articles which more than 
any other compels our attention is that of 
their concealed composition. They are put 
up.in packages not marked with the names of 
the substances they contain, but with the names 
of the diseages they are to be used for. They 
may be termed nostrums. A nostrum is 
defined by Webster as ‘‘a medicine, the in- 
gredietls of which are kept secret for the pur 

pose of. restricting the profits of sale to the 
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inventor or proprietor.” It does not mat- 
ter what purpose the proprietor has in try- 
ing to keep a secretor the ingredients ; it 
only mattergto thé public that-the article 
is presentéd’ without a fair and. simple 
statement of the things that are in it. 

Now to what extent are the so-called 
‘‘patent medicines” consumed in. the 
United States, in the State of Michigan, in 
the civilized world? In the absence of sta- 
tistics, an estimate sufficient for present 
considerations may be asked of any person 
who walks abroad in these days. A few 
years ago, an inquirer drew the conclu- 
siont that about eighty million dollars 
worth are annually sold in the United 
States, this being at the rate of two — 
dollars for each man, woman and child 
in our country. This may be below the 
true estimate. But if is an outlay exceeding 
that for some things in which we are held 
to be liberal. For the salaries of all the 
teachers in all the public schools of this 
proud State of Michigan the yearly pay- 
ment amounts to but one dollar and thirty- 
two cents for each inhabitant. The total 
expenses in the public schools of the United 
States do not require payment of over two 
dollars from each inhabitant. We may claim, 
then, an equal liberality toward schools 
and patent medicines, - with partiality to- 
ward neither. In England, in 1879, the 
stamp tax on nostrums was two-thirds of a 
million of dollars. In Germany, although 
the law has undertaken to restrict or pro- 
hibit them, they are sold in immense quan- 
tities, American nostrums competing sharp- 
ly with those of the Vaterland. In spite of 
regulations by the French Government, 
Paris is a centre ‘of trade in the nostrums 
of the world. Russia is plagued with them, 
and licenses a part and prohibits the rest, 
The Swiss Federation has been trying to 
prohibit the sale or advertisement of medi , 
cines of secret composition. Belgium is 
setting about to prohibit their importation; 
she will not tolerate humbugs of foreign 
origin. The United States taxes them. A 
single proprietor, perhaps not the most ex- 
tensive, has paid our Government $120,000 
per annum for stamps to put upon the nos- 
trums of his own production. At retail, 
then the people paid three million dollars 
a year for this man’s wares, and his own 
annual income was not far from one million 
dollars. This amount equals the average 
net income of a railroad three hundred and 
eighty-four miles Jong, in the United 
States, in the year for which this compari- 
son was made. There are extensive whole- 
sale dealets in “patent medicines” alone, 
and the catalogue of a single house has in- 
cluded fifteen hundred kinds of nostrums. 
No small share of the trade of the fifteen 
thousand drug stores, and of a considera- 
ble number of grocery stores, in the United 
States, consists in the sales of nostrums, 
and yet a single ‘‘patent medicine king” 
may make as much net profit in a fortunate 
year as all the retail drug stores in a city 
like Detroit, with their patient service of 
filling prescriptions by day and night, and 
with their paltry commissions on the nos 
trums included. How much is paid for 
advertising nostrums, who can tell? Some 
one has said over ten million of dollars a 
year. Enough to give over twenty univer- 
sities of the first-ciass, with free instruc- 
tion, a better support than Harvard pos- 
sesses. You haye a piece of property to 
sell, or a legitimate and thriviig business 
to cultivate, and you advertise it liberally 
in one or two of your local papers, but a 


man who is puttifig a. pill the market 
will fill up & larger nuke thin yours, and 
his adyertisemé@nt will be'spréaa ; in the 
newspapers of eve city in he, try,— 
his paltry’ tokens ‘Will be Wisp along 
the dead wails of. bundred thoroughfares,

translations of his bragadocio in the news- 
papers of other nations.

Ready Mixed Paints. 

The activity which characterized this market 
has been resumed after a week and a half of 
comparative dullness, and manufacturers report 
large sales for the past six days. Discounts are 
unchanged, manufacturers remaining firm in 
consequence of the firm position of white lead 
and the high cost of oil and turpentine. 


Metallic Paints 
An active demand is reported by manufac- 
turers, who are all behind with their orders. 
The market remains very firm, though no imme- 
diate advance is thought necessary. The follow 
lowing were the prices current at the close.

Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of barytes of fine grades is still diffi- 
cult to obtain, except in small lots from second 
hands, manufacturers being still far behind their 
orders, while the production is limited by the 
continued scarcity of water at the mills, 
For the best grades of prime there is 
still a good deal of inquiry, but 
the coarser kinds receive little attention. The 
market closes firm and we continue to quote 
$21@23 for prime white domestic, and $23@25 
for German. Off-color grades are still quotable 
at $15@19 as to quality and floated at $28 for 
German and $30 for domestic extra. We hear of 
asale of 20 tons prime white domestic at $23. _ 

English china clay is now in fair supply, but 
the stock is most of medium and low grades. 
The demand is fair though of a jobbing nature 
and prices are firmly sustained. Sales are re- 
ported of 75 tons medium at $17@18 and 25 
tons inferior at $14 50@15. There are also some 
large orders in market for lotsto arrive. The 
market closes at $17@18 for medium to good, on 
the spot, $21 50 for superfine, and $14 50@16 for 
the low grades, Lots to arrive can be bought at 
about $1 per ton less than the above quo- 
tations. Domestic is only in moderate de- 
mand, but prices remain steady and un- 
changed. We note sales of 60 cks at $11 50. 

Terra alba is in fair demand, but the low prices 
at which domestic brands are offered has had a 
tendency to unsettle the market for French, and 
restricts business in the latter grade. The nomi- 
nal quotation for French is 90c ex store, but we 
hear that offers have been made to sell at 85c, 
and in some instances as low as 75c has been ac- 

cepted. Prime No. 1 American is offered by 
some dealers at 65c, while others demand 85c. 
Extra No 2 is quoted at 50c and No. 2 at 35@45c 
astoholder. We hear of no English offering. 

French talc has atrived quite freely during the 
past week, but some importers are still short of 
stock and have been forced to enter the market 
48 buyers in order to meet the demands of their 
customers. The market is firmer, and 1% is 
now generally demanded for store lots and 1ligo 
for lots to arrive. The demand is fairly active, 
and sales have been made of 200 bags at 10, 
100 bags to a dealer at 1 100, and 150 bags in job- 
bing lots at 1c. 

Chalk is dull, the present views of importers 
being too much above the ideas of consumers to 
admit of business. Freight room, however, is 
still scarce and sellers refuse'to shade $2 25 either 
for sail or steamer lots. 

Whiting is quoted higher, but the prices named 
Must be considered as entirely nominal. The 
orders for forward delivery, now in manufactu- 
rers’ hands, wil! require the entire production 
for some time to come, and it is asserted that at 
the present time not a single manufacturer 
could fill a large order for immediate delivery at 
any price. Makers are not anxious to accept 
further orders for future delivery, having all 
they ean conveniently fill hefore the close of 
navigation. The market closes at 50@550 
for commercial and 750@$1 for gilders’ accord- 
ing to grade. 

Paris white, English cliffstone continues in fair 
Jobbing request at previous prices. The spot 
supply is moderate but is sufficiently large to 
meet present requirements. The general quota- 
tions are $1 20@1 40 as to quantity, but on large 
lots the inside price is shaded, and some brands 
&re sold down to $1@110 according to size of 
order. American Paris white is quotable at 90c@ 
$1, but we hear of little selling. 

Putty has again advanced under the stimulus 
ot & good demand, and the present high cost of 
Whiting and oil Lots in bulk are not now ob-

Linseed oil is unchanged, being still quoted at 
59@6lc. The inside price, however, is only 
named to buyers of large lots, smaller purchasers 
having to pay 60@61c. The demand is improv- 
ing, and there is now quite an active trade in 
progress. There are few large sales being made, 
however, most bayers limiting their orders to 5 
and 10 bbl lots. The fluctuations in tne price of 
seed seem to have no appreciable effect on the 
market for oil, as the latter has not advanced in 
proportion to the increased cost of seed. 
Western is offered in limited quantities in this 
market at at 59c, but crushers are not sending 
much forward, having little surplus after filling 
the orders of their local customers. We hear of 
no new process oil offering here, and no 
inquiries for it are reported.

There is only a limited quantity offering, but as 
crude is beginning to arrive new oil may be 
looked for shortly. The market, however, is ina 
sensitive condition, and lower prices in the near 
future would not be surprising. Our annual cot- 
tonseed oil report will be very interesting. A 
large proportion of the mills have already replied 
to our quéries, and we trust that those who have 
not yet sentin their figures will favor us with 
them atanearly day.

Lard oil is 1c per gallon dearer owing to a large 
advance in the raw material. Although the lard 
market broke to-day and declined to $1255 
cash, oil temains firm, closing to-night at 97@98c 
These prices naturally restrict the demand, as 
exporters cannot afford to pay as much, and 
home consumers find other oils adapted to their 
needs at lower prices. The off grade oils did not 
advance with prime, but remain very firm, clos- 
ing at 85@90c for Extra No.1, 65@78c as to 
quality for No. 1, and 55@65c for No.2. The de 
mand continues good for No. 1, but as stocks are 
light little business is doing. Extra No. 1 is too 
near the price of prime, and therefore receives 
little attention. No. 2 is dull and neglected. 
There is very little prime Western winter oil to 
be had. We hear that an offer of $1 was refused 
for a lot of 100,000 gis, but this price was nomi- 
nally quoted at theclose. There is no city win- 
ter made oil offering. 

Tallow oil is still very scarce. It is sald to cost 
85@90c to make, and pressersare not soliciting 
orders. The crude material is a shade easier, 
being now quoted at 8igc. The demand is slow, 
but there is little offering. 

Manufactured sperm oil has again advanced, 
owing to the increased cost of crude. The de- 
mand is quite active, but only jobbing lots finc 
sale. The market closes firm at $1 05@1 07 for 
natural winter, $1 10@1 12 for bleached winter, 
$1@1 02 for present make natural, and $1 05@ 
1 07 for present make bleached. 

Manufactured whale oils are also higher, and 
may now be quoted at 6lc for natural winter, 
64c for bleached winter, 66@67c for extra 
bleached northern, 59@60c for present make nat- 
ural, and 61@62c for present make bleached. 
Elephant oil fs quoted at 755 for bleached win- 
ter. There is no natural offerings. Bleached 
winter seal is quoted at 70c, and bleached black 
fishat 85c. 

Crude menhaden oil has been in less demand 
since the date of of our last, the large aales pre 
viously made supplying the needs of the larger 
buyers. Holders are endeavoring to force prices 
up, but they mect with no encouragement from 
pressers. An offer of a lot of 160 bbls at 40}¢c 
and another of 120 bbls at 40c, both prime light 
oil, failed to meet the views of buyers and they 
remained unsold at the close. There have been 
sales reported of 176 bbls good merchantable at 
39c. The closing quotations were 37@38c for 
dark, and 39@40c for light, but these prices were 
entirely nominal. 

The pressed oils are in active demand, but as 
stocks are ample prices have not advanced. The 
market, however, is firm, pressers demanding 
43c for light and 40@41}¢c for dark, according to 
seller. Sales are reported of 400 bbls, mostly 
light, at 4134@43c and 150 bbls dark at 40@4lc. 
There is very little bleached oil offer- 
ing, and this is held firmly at 48@49c 
for winter and 47c for present make. 
Bank and Straits are unsettled, prices varying ac- 
cording to seller. ~Some quote 38@38c for the 
former while others demand up to 4llgc.

CORBRESP UN DENCE. 


The Greensburgh Oil Fields. 
GREENSEURGH, Sept. 30, 188). 
Editor Om, Part anp Drvue REPORTER. 

On Friday at 11 o’clock the Barker & Nesbit 
well reached the oi] rock at a depth of 48: feet. 
The operators continued drilling through some 
30 feet of what old ofl operators on the ground 
pronounced the best oileand (a sample of which 














I enclose) they ever saw, when the drill again en- 
tered black stale of about two feet thickness, 
after which they again struck another and better 
oil sand, when the hole began to fill up with solid 
oil. Asthe well had been put down in a work- 
man-like manner, nota particle of water came 
through the casing, and the operators had to 
pour water in the well to enable them to vontinue 
drilling. About this time they met with a mis- 
fortune in the shape of a bursted boiler, and that 
put a stop to all operations for the time. 
They at once telegraphed to Pittsburgh 
for a machinist to mend the boiler and the 
message was received just in time for him to 
catch the last regular train. He was met at our 
station,and immediately taken to the well,and on 
Sunday morning things were gotten under way 
again. Tubing was putin and pumping com. 
menced at once. She started off at 3 bbls of 
beautiful solid oil per hour, unmixed with water, 
when another break occurred in the machinery, 
which had not been repaired when my informant 
left. Another reliable man came in after it was 
repaired, and to my question, ‘How ifs it?” he 
answered, “It is immense—25 bbls strong! She’s 
booming!” . All the available conveyances of 
our town were pressed into service yesterday 
for the purpose of visiting the new strike. Par- 
ties who have laughed at the “Greensburgh oil 
discovery,”’and who haye th rown coldwater on all 
efforts to get up a boom, n ow acknowledge that 
“It certainly looks very pron rising.”

After counting 
the advertisements of medicines which appeared 
in all the Metropolitan papers in one week, and 
calculating from.some: knowledge of journalistic 
management, it is estimated that some £3,500 
per week is spent in London alone for advertise- 
ments of nostrums. By another calculation it is 
reckoned that at least a further £3,800 is spent 
weekly in the provincial press fora similar pur- 
pose. To this has to be added the countless pla 
cards, the millions of bills, and the infinite vari- 
ety of more or less artistic skill which is exer 
eised on various forms of puffing, for all of which 
the patient public has to pay. Hop bitters is then 
analyzed and discussed. Commenting on the pro- 
fessions in the advertisements, we are told that 
it is a pity this specific was not discovered 
many centuries before. It would have rendered 
unnecessary such institutions as the hospitals, 
the Pool of Siloam, Sir Henry Tnompson, the 
Apostles, and all other medicines. The analyst 
detects in the compound the following ingredi- 
ents: Tincture of hops, }4 fl. oz.; tincture of 
buchu, 3 drachms; tincture of senega, 3 drachms; 
podophyllin, 1 grain, dissolved in spirits of wine, 
¥ oz.; tincture of cochineal, 20 drops; and dis- 
tilled water up to 16 0zs. The cost of these in- 
gredients, based on prices quoted, it is said, in 
Messrs. Goodall'’s private list, amounts to about 
54d. The selling price of the mixture is 4/6. 
This difference, the writer remarks, leaves a lot 
of money to spend on the encouragement of 
athletics. 


That portion of the public which has spent 
money for Mr. Holloway’s pills or ointments can 
at least have the satisfaction of knowing that 
good use has come of their investments. It is well

—r. Gessler gives the foliowing directions for 
preparing a solution of shellac in water with the 
aid of borax: A varnish for covering maps» 
photographic prints, &c., can be readily pre- 
pared, as I have found by experiment, by merely 
shaking together two parts of a saturated solu- 
tion of borax and one part of pulverized shellac 
applying no heat. Solution wili be effected in 
two ur three days. In three parts, however, the 
shellac is easily soluble. Bleached shellac must 
be preserved under water, and must be dissolved 
immediately after being powdered; for if the 
powder be exposed to the air for several days it, 
will dissolve only with great difficulty, and per- 
haps not at all. If in preparing the varnish a 
higher temperature than 50° or 60° C. is em- 
ployed, the liquid is apt to assume a faint reddish 
color; the finished varnish, however, bears heat

The dye market the past week has not shown 
as much activity as during the one previous, the 
reason assigned being the drought, which has 
had the effect in some sections of cutting off the 
water supply and thereby retarding dyeing. 
Dealers are well satisfied with the past month’s 
business, which has exceeded, on the whole, that 
of the corresponding month last year. Prices 
have not been as goo as many desired, but on 
the whole fair returns have been realized. The 
month opens with a considerable advance in 
many articles and a general firmness all along 
the line. Stocks are not over full and 
the prospective demand isencouraging. Indigo, 
ocutch, dyewoods and turmeric have advanced. 

Indigo is firmer and advancing, owing to limit- 
ed supplies and increased demand. During the 
week some 50 cases Bengals, in lots, have changed 
hands at about 15c per lb above our last quota- 
tions. ‘The new crop is reported as deficient in 
quality, but it is too early to form a correct opin- 
fon on the subject. For Guatemalas the market 
is quiet but strong. Sale is reported of a lot of 
36 ceroons low grade Mexicans at a price not 
stated: but for even running lots of strict quality 
prices are firm at our quotations. 20 ceroons 
have sold at $1 15@1 25. Present spot stock 
amounts to 121 ceroons, w'th arrivals to date of 
present crop amounting to 820 ceroons. The soft 
kinds find steady sale at unchanged figures. 

Cochineal is still quiet and in little demand. 
Sales amount to 100 ceroons. It has been 
reported that prices in London are higher, 
owing to unfavourable advices from the 
Canary Islands, but it is doubtful if such 
will have any effect on this market, as stocks 
here are full and consumers evince no disposi- 
tion to layin a quantity. Silvers, however, con- 
tinue scarce. Prices remain unchanged at our 
previous quotations. 

Cutch is dormant at the moment and we learn 
of no transactions worthy of mention. A stiff- 
ening tendency is, however, to be noticed and 
prices are quotably higher than at the date of 
our last. 6@6i¢c is now asked for parcels ex- 
store, and 6@6l¢c ex-vessel and to arrive. Trans- 
actions made have mostly been on the basis of 
the former figures. 

Sicily sumac has found sale to the extent of 
about 15 tons during the week under review, 
and stocks are reduced but the receipt of 150 
tons to-day will furnish enough to meet all cur- 
rent demands. Prices are unchanged at $75@77. 
andatthe present rate of inquiry there will 
doubtless be no advance. 

Gambier has been moderately active during 
the past week, and considerable lots ex-store 
have found sale. We learn of one lot of 1,000 
bales at a private price supposed to be 4c. The 
price is somewhat nominal and depends largely 
upon size of order, but about 334@3% ex-vessel 
and to arrive is quoted, and 4@4c_ ex-store. 
Bichromate of potash continues in active de- 
mand and short supply. the hot weather still re- 
stricting production. Lots on spot readily bring 
17c or even better, but there is little to be had 
even at those figures. The American manufac- 
turers continue to quote 15% for futures, and 
Scotch is held by the agents here at 16c. The 
speculative demand continues. 


Starch is reported stronger. and late advices 
from the mills indicate a further advance, as corn 
cannot be profitably made at the present 
price of the raw material. Another cor- 
ner, which is reported from Chicago, may 
have a still further tendency to strengthen 
values, Inquiry is restricted, and prices 
are given to-day at the old figures, 334@ 
4c. Potato continues in only fair request, and 
is firm at the advance, 5@5i¢c is asked by most 
holders.

and possessing the odor of bibrom-amylen. 

The portion which boiled constantly at 
81 deg. to 82 deg. is pure benzene. It 
solidified easily andgcompletely on cooling 
to o°C., and was ‘proved to be free from 
alcohol and acetonitrile. The proportion 
of the carbon bisulphide I found to be 
present in the crude benzene operated on 
s 5.92 per cent by volume, i. ¢, from 4220 
c.c. of the benzene I obtained 250 cc. of 
pure carbon bisulphide. It would seem 
most probable that the carbon bisulphide 
is to be traced to the action of a very high 
temperature in the gas retorts upon coals 
containing a considerable amount of sul- 
phur. It would appear very possible that 
at an extremely high temperature the ten- 
dency of sulphur to form carbon bisulphide 
in contact with intensely red-hot carbon 
(coke) would be greater than to form the 
ordinary sulphur compounds met with in 
gas-lyu» products, many of which are prob- 
ably less stable at extremely elevated tem- 
peratures. 

With regard to the origin of ethyl-aloohol 
in coal-tar benzenes, I do not feel able to 
accept the work of Vincent and Delavhana+ 


































It did not now seem probable that either 
alcohol or aceto-nitrile were present appre- 
In course of the fractionating, a 
fraction boiling from 65 deg. to 80 deg. 
This was sealed up ina 
glass tube with a lye of caustic soda, A 
portion of that placed above as No. 2, and 
boiling from 81 deg. to 82 deg., was simi- 
larly treated. The two tubes were heated 
to 100 deg. for two days, but on opening 
not the least odor of ammonia was per- 


All efforts to detect alcohol in this ben- 
zine resulted only in evidence of minute 
Vincent and Delachanal’s method 
of treatment with powdered calcium chlo- 
ride entirely failed to abstract any, and 
distillation of the No. 2 portion with very 
small fragments of sodium was then re- 
sorted to, with the object of fixing traces 
The residue obtained was 
carefully dried, but by the action of water 
and final testing, only traces of alcohol 


The portion No. 1, boiling at from 40 
deg. to 53 deg. and sinking in water, hav- 
ing also the odor of ordinary carbon bi- 
sulphide, was now treated gradually with 
The first additions were al once 
decolorized. So much bromine was now 
added that a permanent brown color re- 
At first the action 
was totally unaccompanied by liberation 
when a slight excess of bro- 
some 
indicating 
that also a small quantity of substitu- 
tion-compounds is formed. On leaving 
the brominated mixture in a flask loosely 
after 24 hours 


The mixture was now dis- 
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or ot Otto Witt as any proof that the ethyl- 
alcohol they extracted was usually present 
in the coal-tars from which the benzene was 
distilled, until their experiments are re- 
peated with like results, on the crude first 
portions of the light oils coming direct 
from the tar-stills. My reason is this. 
The benzenes they operated upon, as I un- 
derstand, were rectified products, i. ¢., the 
products obtained by treatment of the first 
light oils with about 3 per cent. of concen- 
trated sulphuric acid (volume), followed by 
agitation with alkaline lyes and subsequent 
distillation. Now, with the olefines shown 
to be present, it is almost certain that 
olefiant gas would also exist in the coal-tar, 
dissolved in the foils composing the fluid 
portion thereof. On distiiling the tar the 
olefiant gas would pass over with the first 
portions of the light oils, and on the con- 
densation of the latter doubtless redissolve 
to a certain extent in these lighter oils. 
On subsequent treatment with sulphuric 
acid, ethyl-sulphuric acid would be formed, 
and the after-treatment with alkali, followed 
by distillation, would yield a small quan- 
tity of ethyl alcohol passing over thus with 
the rectified benzene.

American Coal Tar Products. 

The following from the Boston Com, Bulle- 
tin, although not as complete in its list of 
aniline manufactories as might be desired, 
is still interesting reading on this import- 
ant subject: It is estimated that 15,000,000 
gallons of coal tar per annum are thrown 
out by the gas works of the United States, 
and although this product is now not 
wasted, it is yet very far from being as fully 
utilized as it might be. The Boston Gas- 
light Company, which burns 70,000 tons of 
coal per annum, gets about 25,000 40-gallon 
barrels of coal tar which is contracted for 
by three firms in the city at $1 a barrel. A 
considerable portion of this tar is reteiled 
to builders of concrete walks at $1 50@2 00 
per barrel. The remainder is distilled and 
yields three products: 1, light oil or naph- 
tha; 2, heavy or creosote oil; 3, pitch. The 
naphtha is largely sold to varnish manu- 
facturers; the creosote oil is em- 
ployed to a considerable extent tor preserv- 
ing wood; and the pitch is used for roof- 
ing purposes. A large percentage of the 
coal tar obtained from other gas works 
throughout the United States is utilized in 
the same way as that of the Boston Gas- 
light Company. 

But on the continent of Europe, where 
the valuable aniline dyes, which are now 
so largely used in the United States and 
England are chiefly produced, coal tar has 
a higher value. In fact, in Paris and some 
other European cities, the sale of the coal 
tar and other residual products of gas 
making pays the entire cost of the coal 
from which the gas is made. That England 
and the United States, although producing 
more textile fabrics and using more dyes 
than any other countries on the face of the 
earth, should have done so little in the 
manufacture of the wonderful list of coal 
tar colors, has long been a surprise to the 
world. Aniline dyes which are imported 
into the United States are subject to a duty 
of 35 percent ad valorem and 50 centsa 
pound specific; and it is no wonder that 
the textile manufacturers of the country 
have been inclined to grumble at this tax 
if no industry is to arise under its pro- 
tection. 

There seems reason to believe now, how- 
ever, that a beginning has been made 
which will speedily result in the manufac- 
ture of at least a considerable portion of 
our aniline dyes in this country. A com- 
pany at Albany, which has been previous- 
ly alluded to in the Bulletin, is profitably 
making a very successful magenta; and 
now a firm which has aniline factories in 
England and France is experimenting with 
works in Brooklyn, N. ¥., and is réported 
as making scarlets, browns and a methyl 
violet. A concern has algo started up in 
Buffalo, end is producing aniline salts; 
and a firm in New York city is largely en- 
gaged in the manufacture cf benzole from 
coal tar for exportation. The coal tar pro- 
ducts of Chicago and Philadelphia are also 
reported as beginning to be atilized in the 
same way. 

But while a crude product of coal tar is 
being thus exported, it is not gratifying te 
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us to reflect that much of it is sent back here 
again in the form of a manufactured pro- 
duct so valuable that itis able to pay a 
duty of 35 per cent and 50 cents a pound 
and still yield vast profits for its foreign 
manipulators. Even the Albany company 
is reported as importing its materials in 
the form ofa partially manufactured arti-+ 
cle known as arseniate of aniline. The 
great obstacle in the way of the manufac- 
ture of aniline in both the United States 
and England has undoubtedly been the 
lack of skilled labor, and the great secrecy 
which is preserved by the European 
makers. The aniline dyes are still so 
largely produced by their original invent- 
ors that it is difficult for new men to get 
into the details of the industry. Some of 
the German and French aniline manufac- 
turers employ a separate chemist upon 
each color that they produce. Then the 
capital invested in the works must usually 
be very large, one Swiss concern which is 
represented here in Boston having a capi- 
tal of $8,000,000. 

In 1878 the value of the aniline dyes pro- 
duced on the continent of Europe was 
$13,500,000, and in England $2,250,000. 
These figures are based upon the price of 
anilines in Europe ; but the prices in this 
country are of course very much higher. 
A magenta, for example, which would sell 
here in bond at $175 per pound, costs 
about $3 00 per pound duty paid; and scar- 
lets .which are entered at $1 25 in bond, 
cost about $2 50 duty paid. 

The successful manufacture of aniline 
on.a large scale in the United States isa 
consummation greatly to be desired, not 
only because it would give employment to 


also because it. would cheapen the cost of 
dyes for the woolen and cotton and paper 
mills, and would increase the value of the 
residual products of the gas works.

Determination of the Percentage of 
Alkaloids in Cinchona Barks. 

In the Archiv. der Pharmacie, August, 
1881, M. Prollins, apothecary in Hanover, 
giver the following methods for determin- 
































ing the percentage of alkaloids in cinchona 
barks, 

A. Process for determining the total al- 
kaloids. Five g. of the bark to be tested 
are powdered and placed in a bottle which 
admits of being closed by a stopper or 
cork,and shaken up therein with a mix- 
ture consisting of 38 g. of alcohol, 10 g. of 
chloroform, and 2 g. of ammonia, whereby 
the whole quantity of alkaloids present in 
the bark is dissolved out, forming a port- 
colored solution. After allowing the whole 
to stand for a few hours, the latter is de 
canted off, and mixed with 5 g. ot finely- 
divided slaked lime, which bleaches it, 
precipitating the coloring matter, the al- 
kaloids remaining dissolved. 

Tho clear solution is then filtered off and 
weighed, to ascertain its relative propor- 
to the tionbark operated on, and this be- 
ing done it is slowly evaporated down, 
whereupon quinine remains behind as a 
varnish-like mass, the other alkaloids as- 
suming the crystalline state. The weight 
of this extract gives the percentage of al- 
kaloids present in the bark. 


B. Process for determining quinine and 
the alkaloids soluble in ether. Three g. of 
the powdered bark are treated in the same 
way as above, with a mixture consisting of 
88 g. of ether, 4 g, of ammonia, and 8 g. of 
alcohol. After standing a few hours, 20 g. 
of the clear solution, which contains the 
alkaloids required, is poured off from the 
powder remaining behind in the bottle, no 
filtering being required. The decanted 
liquid is treated with 5 or 6 drops of dilute 
sulphuric acid, which, upon, being allowed 
to stand, deposits the alkaloids in a viscid 
layer at the bottom of the vessel, from 
which the supernatant ether can be easily 
poured off. The latter, owing to its being 
contaminated with alcohol, retains a small 
quantity of the alkaloids, which is removed 
by treating it with 2 and 1 g. of water re- 
spectively, the alkaloids thereby separated 
out being added to the first precipitate. 
From the solutions containing the alkaloids 
the alcohol is expelled by gently heating, 
and, while warm, the whole is precipitated 
with ammonia in a porcelain dish of known 











weight, and therein washed, dried andequal only 40 grains of a saccharated pepsin 


weighed. The increase of weight, multi- 
plied by 50, gives the required percentage 
of alkaloids sought for in the bark. 
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Testing Pepsins. 
BY NATHAN ROSEWASSER, PH.G. 

In comparing different saccharated pep- 
sins of the market, it will be found that they 
may or may not dissolve the quantity of 
coagulated albumen advertised on each 
label. They may even dissolve more. The 
point is to determine the exact value of a 
given pepsin. Even if the right quantity of 
albumen has been experimented with, and 
solution seemingly effected, an opalescent 
appearance of the solution and a few undis- 
solved shreds makes one unfamiliar with 
the test doubt whether the pepsin be up to 
strength or a little short, whereas it is 
well known that a minute quantity of al- 
buminous matter remains undissolved, and 
the solution is never perfectly clear. 

If all the coagulated albumen has not dis- 
solved, the usual way has been to collect 
the undissolved albumen on a filter or 
straining cloth, pressing between bibulous 
paper to remove excess of moisture, and 
weighing it. This is objectionable; as the 
coagulated albumen is not a dry body, and 
the exact consistence to leave it is rather 
arbitrary, and the variations possible too 
great, 

If all the coagulated albumen has dis- 
solved, the operator will not know without 
afresh trial how much more might have 
dissolved, and, were he making pepsin, he 
would have this very problem to determine, 
viz.: How much albumen will this pepsin 
dissolye? and how much albumen to my 
pepsin must I take to find its strength ? 
That solution takes place with more diffi- 
culty toward the close of the test as usually 
made shows that the point of saturation 
must be nearer, and that the proper condi- 
tions of solution ara not fuliy present. 


It is evident that the rate of solution 
should not be judged by leaving the condi- 
tions partly alike as to the quantity of acid- 
ulated liquid used, and varying the quantity 
of solid introduced. Nor will it do to claim 
that a pure pepsin, capable of dissolving in 
one ounce of acidulated water 600 grains of 
albumen, will, reduced to saccharated, 


capable only of dissolving the same quantity 
of albumen in four times this. quantity of 
acidulated water (the saccharated Pepsin 
standard dissolving in 1 to 2 ounces of water 
for every ten grains used 150 grs. albumen) 
I therefore propose— 

1st. The value of a pepsin can only be de- 
termined relatively as well as positively by 
maintaining the same relation of the solig 
to be dissolved to the liquid dissolving jg, 
and as in finding other saturated solutions 
by using an excess of albumen, I usually ugg 
several times the amount I expect to dis. 
solve, 

2d. To find the quantity of albumen dig- 
solved, dilute the solution to tive times itg 
quantity with distilled water, filter (it filters 
easily diluted) and evaporate a fractional 
part (say 1-10th) of the filtrate carefully to 
dryness. This multiplied by 8 (the compar. 
ative weight of coagulated to dry albumen) 
gives the amount of coagulated albumen 
dissolved in that fraction. The advantage 
is greater accuracy of making pepsins of 
definite strength, and of testing them by 
comparison.—Drug Mill. 





- Cements. 
Faraday’s Cap Cement, or Electrical Ue- 
ment.—Resin, five ounces; beeswax, one 
ounce; red ochre or venetian red in pow- 
der, one ounce. Dry the earth thoroughly 
on a stove at a temperature above 212 deg, 
Melt the wax and resin together, and stir 
in the powder by degrees. Stir until cold, 
lest the earthy matter settle to the bottom, 
Used for fastening brass work to glass 
tubes, flasks, etc. 

Cement for Glass, Earthenware, etc.— 
Dilute white of egg with its bulk of water 
and beat up thoroughly. Mix toa consist- 
ence of thin paste with powdered quick- 
lime; must be used immediately. 

Glass Cement.—Take of pulverized glass, 
ten parts; powdered flourspar, 20 parts, 
soluble silicate of soda, 60 parts. Both 
glass and flourspar-must be made as fine as 
possible, which is best done by shaking 
each, in fine powder, with water, allowing 
the coarser particles to deposit, and then 
pouring off the-reraainder, which holds the 
finest particles in suspension, The mixture 
must be made very rapidly, by quick 
stirring, and when thoroughly mixed must 
be at once applied. This is said to yield an 
excellent cement.
